In the 
‘spanish war, with less than 150,000 
men, there were 20,000 cases and 2,192 
deaths. — | . 

Sir Alfred Keogh, surgeon general, | 
reported last summer twenty-two 
cases of typhoid among the British 
soldiers in France. “In former days,” 
he added, “with the same number of 
tnen in the field there would have been

In 
proportion as the neutral is materially and morally 
weak its interests and the international rules 
which have been devised to protect them are aie 
regarded. 

Im the light of this axiom = course ot |our 
diplomatic controversies and our fortunes since 
the war began become an eloquent commentary 
on the estimate placed upon us by the world. 
Considering our enormous potential resources, of 
Which we are always talking, our hundred mil- 

ns of intelligent people, our liquid wealth, our 
wealth in field, mine, and manufactory, we are 
told as frankly as deeds can tell us, beneath the 
undeceiving covering of diplomatic etiquette, that 
our present condition is well understood. 

Potential power is of small value if the will to 
Organize and, at need, exert it is not developed. 
There is no more important a truth for us to 
learn than that. 

The loss of lif¢ ‘on the high seas and in 
Mexico, though tragic, is not numerically great 
by war standards. Our material loss is even less 
in proportion to our énormous and rapidly grow- 
ing wealth. But these aggressions and the esti- 
mate of our character they reveal are ominous 
of @ future in which we shall not enjoy the im- 
munity from serious assault which we now pos- 
sess, partly because the great powers are at grips 


#with one another and partly because we can serve 


~ 


their most urgent needs in war time. 
’ But what will be the state of our defense after 
the war, with the greatest armies and navies the 
world has ever seen in being and the ravages of 
war to be made up at the cost of the unravaged 
peoples? : 

Our weakness in organized material strength is 
notorious. Every government in Europe knows it 
better than the American people. We hold 
preparedness parades but no preparedness ‘fol- 
lows. The pork barre! rolls on. We let minori- 
ties bully us, and wriggle shamefully out of ca- 
tastrophes, fume an hour and forget. Because 
we are fat and at péace for the moment we will 
mot mark the course of the current. There is 
no steady force of collective will to compel the 
subordination of the individual or selfish group to 
the common good. 

In the face of the warring peoples’. inspiring 
example of human courage and energy we babble 
‘ot war's folly. It would be better for us to think 
Of our own folly, our own self-induigence, and 
procrastination, our own weak indolence which 
will not endure the yains of clear and thorough 
thought and resolute action under its guidance.

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miHIS is season for an increase in St. 
Vitus dance chorea, The dis- 
ease commonly begins to increase . 
in frequency in. November. It 
mounts rapidly in December and 
reaches its maximum in January. Lewis 
found that the number of cases In Feb- 
ruary was equal to that in January, . 
the disease reached {ts height in.March, 
decreased in April, increased again in 
May, and then gradually decreased un- 
til the minimum was reached in the 
fall, 

‘The reasons for this feasonal preva- 
lence are twofold. The children who 
develop St. Vitus have unstable nerv- 
ous systems. Either through bad in- 
heritance or through faulty training or 
both, certain chfldren lack mental poise 
and balance. When these children are 
subjected to’ the strain and fatigue of 
school work they develop chorea. Win- 
ter is the work time for school chil- 
dren. Summer is their playtime. It 
is no coincidence that winter is the sea- 
son for St. Vitus dance. 

When the children start school in 
the fall they: have a reservoir of energy 
and vitality stored by the play of the 
summer. With the first day of school 
they begin te drain this reservoir. By 
January a good many reservoirs have 
been drained dry. Some of those whose 
reservoirs hojd out through March play 
a good deal the weather improves in 
April.

The second reason for the increase of 
chorea tn midwinter is the prevalence | 
of rheumatism and growing pains in 
winter. I never heard anybody say 
that children grew faster in winter, but 
everybody knows that children have 
more growing pains in this season tha) 
in summer. That should have made 
our parents wonder, but apparently did 
not. Now we know that growing pains

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| are due to rheumatism and ¢re not the 


result of growing. There is a divine 
statement that woman shall bring forth 
in pain but nowhere in the Bible, is 
there a statement that children shall 
grow in or through pain. 

In the winter there is an increase in 
the prevalence of rheumatism among 
children a# well as among grown peo- 
ple. This is the condition of affairs. 
There are a lot of unstable, nervous, 
uncontrolled, untrained children. In 
‘December, January and February this 
group suffers from a combination of 
two codSperating adversé influences, fa- 
tigue from school work and rheuma- 
tism. Many of them react with chorea. 

>. 

St. Vitus dance has been known for 
about 200 years. Prior to that time 
Paracelsus and other German and Swiss 
authorities had written a good deal 


‘| about a form of nervous disease which 


was prevalent in Germany in the four- 
teenth and fifteenth cénturies. This 
dancing mania and “jumping saints" 
now known to be a form of hysteria 
for a century was called German S&t. 
Vitus dance to distinguish it from the 
disease described by Sydenham and 
known as English St. Vitus dance. The. 
disease which we know as St. Vitus 
dance is that described by Sydenham. 
The religious frenzies and ecstasies de- 
scribed by the Germans are now classed 
as a form of hysteria. 
: St. Vitus dance is to be found in every 
part of the world. Doctors Abt and 
Levinsohn recently gave the American 
Medical association the results of an 
analysis of the cases of chorea in Mich- 
ael Reese hospital in Chicago and its 
affiliated children’s hospital, the Sarah 
Morris Memorial. Some of the facts 
were as follows: 

Two and two-tenths per cent of all 
children treated in the hospital had 
chorea. The gages of the children with 
the disease ranged from 3% to 18 years. 
The ages of most frequent occurrence 
were between 5 and 14. Girls had the 
disease twice as frequently as boys. 
The duration of the disease in their 226 
cases ranged from one day to more 
than a year. The death rate was less 
than 1 per cent. The two children 
who succumbed died from exhaustion. 

ialhs 

The average duration of the disease, 
according to authorities quoted, is thirty- 
one days. One authority gives the 
average duration of the disease for girls 
as thirty-three to thirty-seven days; for 
boys, seventy-four to eighty-one days. 
.The greatest number of the cases 
stayed in Sarah Morris’ Memorial from 
one to five weeks; the next highest num- 
ber remained in the hospital five to 
eight weeks. Of the cases cured the 
largest number remained from one to 
two weeks, although the numbers cured 
in the three to four weeks class and in 
the four "to five weeks class were nearly 
as large. 

It will be noted that St. Vitus dance is 
not an extremely serious condition. 
Cure can be confidently expected. The 
exceptions are few.

When the cage is well developed it can- 
not be mistaken. The: mothers can tell 
it about as well as the physicians: 
There is no need to tell mothers how to 
recognize the fully developed cases, The 
great need is that parents should be 
able to know the disease at its begin- 
ning. They may save themselves from 
some heartaches caused by injustice 
done their sick children. 

They may stop the disease at a time 
when a week or two of cure is all that Is 
needed. Still more tmportani ts it that 
parents should know the warning signs 
of St. Vitus dance, for more important 
than the group which devélops the dis- 
ease is the larger group which suffers 
tire and rheumatism almost to the point 
of St. Vitus dance, but which does not 


get the advantages which come from 
treatment. 

The tgeatmentais essentially rest and 
feeding. Abt says: “ The treatment of 
these cases of chorea, especially in neu- 
ropathic children without heart lesions 
and no evidence of infection, is to take 
them away from their families, feed 
them, keep them absolutely quiet in bed. 
ef¥e them hot baths, and they gener- 
ally recover im a short time.”’ 

Dr. Abt does not even think {it does 
any good to give arsenic. Dr. Levin- 
sohn said: “I believe with Dr. Abt 
that rest in bed is an Important part of 
the treatment. It is sometimes neces- 
ae ie wen On ae 

lliustrating what he meant, he told of 
a child that had St. Vitus dance in a 
bad recurring form. He investigated the 
home conditions. He found that the 
father of the boy had a bad temper. 
He was accustomed to whipping the 
boy, putting him in a dark closet or 
threatening to do so. The boy got well 
when the father got his temper under 
control., 

Dr. Jacobi did not agree with Dr. Abt 
in the statement that arsenic is not of 
great help in chorea. He puts his pa- 
tients to bed, shields them from every 
source of irritation, feeds them well, 
and—gives them arsenic. He does not 
think that we put enough emphasis upon 
rheumatism as a cause of chorea. 

In 1875 he wrote that rheumatism, 
endocarditis, and chorea are in close 
relationship. They usually come in the 
order given, but chorea now and then 
comes first. He says: ‘ There ts only 
one thing’ I would urge—that rheuma- 
tism, which in my experience always 
comes first, should not be overlooked 
and put down as growing pains Smal) 
children will often have rheumatism 
that will be discovered only on at- 
tempted movements on the part of the 
nurse of mother.” 

He told of a method of treatment by 
the injection of a serum which cures 
in a few days. This method ts used by 
Dr. Goodman In New York City. .

More important than the cure of St. 
Vitus Dance is its prevention. It is 
in a certain sense tnheritable. The chil- 
dren of nervous, illy balanced, trritable, 
feebly inhibited parents are apt to be 
poorly poised. We have not gone _ far 
enough to serious!y consider eugenics¢ 
measures for this group of children. We 
have gone far enough that we recognize 
the need that children of a nervous in- 
heritance should be well trained and 
well surrounded. When an inharmoni-] 
ous home is supplemented -by — over- 
fatigue from school work a nervous 
child is apt to develop chorea. ™.. 

A better regulation of study, better 
lighting, better ventilation, and better 
postures will overcome this. To avoid 
chorea, pale, flabby, nervous children 
should drop out of school an occasional 
week, month, or term, as the indications 
warrant. Children with trregular heart 
beats, short wind, histories of rheumat- 
ism, or growing pains must be especial- 
ly shielded against overwork at school 
and ‘injustice and re at home.

HE department of ‘ball will say that it is not con- 
cerned with moral issues and that is true. Other 
people may say that preaching is of no avail and 
that the spirit of every day life must mold the ifn- 

migrant. Why, certainly: The Athenian could listen to 
Pericles, chat with Socrates, look at the Parthenon, see 
the performance of a drama by Sophocles, and all this 
might lift even the average man above himself. But, so 
far as I know, we have not got these incentives to ideal- 
ism. Our Pericles is Bryan, our Sophocles Ziegfeld, and 
our Parthenon the postoffice. The spirit of the country 
is not fundamentally different from the spirit of the edu- 
cational letter sent to m by the department of labor. I 
myself, and the only remedy 
I see is universal military training and service. 

The immigrant ought! to realize that to become an 
American citizen will probably be an economical advan- 
tage, but that it implies serious responsibilities and duties. 
Those people who think! of America only as the better 
job are ballast which draws us down. But it is the fault 
of the Americans themselves that such an opinion can 
come up, and before they can imbue the newcomers with 
a higher conception of American life and their part in 
it they will have to soa their own ideas,

A large 
majority of Americans have not yet, apparently, discov- 
ered what Europe its fighting about; hence Germany has 
found the United States such a fertile field for a proge- 
ganda that has fallen flat elsewhere. oe 

Of course peace could be made any day, this last two 
years—a German peace, with a holy German empire M 
established securely through the middlé’ of Europe from 
the Baltic to the Persian gulf—e swaggering German 
peace, which in reality would be but a brief armistice 
before ‘the thorough triumph of the same holy German 
empire throughout the world, including the nafve popula- 
tion of North America! BUT the allied nations will not 
contemplate such a peace, even after a full realization of 
their innumerable blunders, their comparative failure ‘to 
date to get their social organizations effectively con- 
verted to the business of war. They do not want such a 
peace: they prefer to run the awful risk of annihilation 
and extermination still longer. . 

And it is because these nations have the mentality end 
the morality to prefer a war to the finish to the alterna- 
tive of any such holy German empire that I find them 
superior to America.
